Let us read in the gospel of 
Luke, the 18th chapter, beginning 
at the 18th verse, 


“And a certain ruler asked 
him, saying, Good Master, 
what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life? 

“And Jesus said unto him, 
Why callest thou me good? 
none is good, save one, that 
is, God. 

“Thou knowest the com- 
mandments, Do not commit 
adultery, Do not kill, Do not 
steal, Do not bear false wit- 
ness, Honour thy father. and 
khy mother. 

‘“‘And he said, All these have 
I kept from my youth up. 

“Now when Jesus heard 
these things, he said unto him, 
Yet lackest thou one thing: sell 
all that thou hast, and dis- 
tribute unto the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heav- 
en: and come, follow me. 


“And when he heard this, he 
was very sorrowful: for he was 
very rich. 

“And when Jesus saw that 
he was very sorrowful, he 
said, How hardly shall they 
that have.riches enter into the 
kingdom of God!’

virtue are detrimental; that. self- 
expression is necessary, and sex 
relations are advocated. All of 
which results in distorted views 
and blasted lives, until multitudes 
are graduated as agnostics and 
atheists. Many colleges and uni- 
versities have radical, atheistic 
fraternities. In most of .these 
schools, the Chapel exercises and 
so%called religious lectures are 
modernistic. The endowed chair for 
teaching the Bible is usually oc- 
cupied by a rank Modernist. Our 
Theologteal Seminaries, with some 
notable exceptions, are hotbeds of 
Modernism and unbelief. Is it any 
wonder that the enemy has come 
in like a flood, when so many of 
our pulpits are occupied by men 
trained in such schools? 


4, THE CHURCH 


Thank God for its glorious his- 
tory, for its noble achievements, 
and for its mighty influence for 
good. in it have been gathered men 
and women and boys and girls who 
have been the very salt of the 
earth, pr@serving national life 
from corruption and decay. 


A Spirit-filled Gospel preacher 
in the pulpit has ever been the 
mightiest factor for good in our 
Land. Thank God! there are many 
of them scattered throughout our 
nation today. But there is also the 
other, kind, which talks of social 
service and a social gospel; caters 
to the flesh; sponsors plays and 
Suppers; until the church becomes 
a mere shadow of what it was. Its 
members are worldly, careless, 
prayerless; its altar fires have be- 
come extinguished, until in all too 
many churches, the only fire is 
found in the kitchen stove; the up- 
per room has given place to the 
Supper room; repentance and con- 
version are unheard of; humanism 
is to the fore; Christianity is 
crowded out; and over the major- 
ity of the Church doors of our 
land, I fear, God has written — 
“Ichabod” — “the glory is depart-

Why did Pennsylvania (includ- 
ing even the great old “City of 
Brotherly Love’’) vote for Sunday 
movies? Why has,the U.S.A. giv- 
en up Prohibition and gone on a 
disgraceful, drunken debauch? 
Why is morality at low ebb and 
crime at high tide? WHY ? 

What force is back of all this 
that destroys the very foundations 
of our national and religious life? 
This is the question that- I have 
been turning over in my own mind, 
as I have seen Devastation stalk 
through our Churches and through 
our land. I unhesitatingly say that 
I believe that 


Modernism ls to Blame! 


1. THE ATTACK UPON THE BIBLE 

In olden days, the attack upon 
the Bible was launched from with- 
out by the atheists and infidels. 
Today that attack is led by those 
on the inside who profess to be 
friends and students of the Bible. 


(1) The Old Testament 


Dr. Fairbairn has said, “It is 
folly to attempt to understand 
modern movements in Theology 
without Hegel.” One who had just 
completed his study in German 
Philosophy described Hegelianism 
as-being “like a blind man in a 
dark room looking for a black cat, 
that isn’t there.” According to He- 
gel, God and the Universe are one. 
God is immanent in nature and a 
part of it. The transcendence of 
God is denied. ‘‘Hegelianism is un- 
adulterated Pantheism.” 


The majority of theological pro- 
fessors and ministers no longer 
accept the first and second chap- 
ters of Genesis as statements of 
historic fact. The third chapter 
with the account of the ‘“‘fall’’. is 
held to be prepostérous. The story 
of the flood is.ridiculed, as is the 
story of the confusion of tongues 
at Babel. According to the Mod- 
ernist, Moses did not write the 
Pentateuch;. Isaiah did not write 


| the Prophecy bearing his name, 


but it was written by two or three 


men at different stages. Of course, 
they say, Daniel could not have. 


—~| been written . Daniel in the sixth 
century, B. C., because it was im- 
possible for him to have known so 
mutch of the later history recorded 
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have been written, therefore, dur- 
ing the Maccabean Age. 


If this were true, would it not 
be very remarkable that a person 
writing even in that late period 
should have had the ability to un- 
veil the future and foretell so 
clearly the world conquest by the 
Roman power, the crucifixion of 
Christ, the disintegration and re- 
vival again of the Roman Empire 
as well as the very events that are 
taking place in our own day? 


If Isaiah and Ezekiel and Dan- 
iel didn’t write by inspiration of 
God the books which bear their 
names, then who did, and how were 
they able to make every prediction 
hit the mark? They appear to 
have gotten “a scoop” on the Italo- 
Ethiopian war, and on other wars 
that will involve Russia, Germany, 
Great Britain and the other na- 


‘|tions of the world as they march’ 


onward to Armageddon. And yet 
we are asked if we do not think 
these “play boys’ of Old Testa- 
ment Higher Criticism scholarly? 
The destructive criticism of the Bi- 
ble is not scholarly. It is Satanic! 


(2) The New Testament 


The Modernists attempt to make 
a distinction between the religion 
of Jesus and Christianity. They 
speak of the words of Jesus as if 


they alone of the New Testament. 


writings were authoritative. One 
told me some time ago, that he 
accepted only the Gospels as the 
Word of God. (I was somewhat 
encouraged by this, as most of 
them only accept parts of the Syn- 
optic Gospels and rule John out 
entirely.) When I asked this Pres- 
byterian minister about his views 
on inspiration, I was told that the 
Old Testament was shot through 
and through with scientific mis- 
takes, historic inaccuracies and 
discrepancies; Paul was just an old 
bachelor who aired his views, etc. 
When I asked him what was his 
estimate of the last words of Je- 
sus Christ as recorded in The Rev- 
elation, he almost exploded, and 
declared that it was “just a fan- 
tastic dream of John’s.” To quote 
another Modernist: ‘“‘There is no 
such thing as punishment, no far- 
off Judgment Day, no Great White 
Throne, and no Judge external to 
ourselves.” God help these blas- 
phemers when they have to stand 
before the Judge at the Great 
White Throne. 


2. THE ATTACK UPON 
JESUS CHRIST 


The Jesus of the Modernists is 
not the Lord Jesus Christ of the 
New Testament. Not long ago, the 
high priest of Modernism preached 
in his New York City Church on 
“The Peril of Worshipping Jesus’’; 
when the Bible makes it: clear that 
anyone who does not worship Him 
is doomed and damned. John, by 
inspiration, writes of Him thus: 
‘In the. beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God.” But the Mod- 
ernists would just as rudely and 
ruthlessly strip Him of His Deity 
as did the Satan-inspired Roman 
solditrs strip Him of His garments 

nineteen hundred years ago. 


Every cardinal doctrine concern- 
ing the Lord Jesus Christ is de- 


Virgin Birth, His miracles, Re- 
demption by the Blood of His cross 
and His bodily resurrection. Their 
evolutionary creed will not allow 
them to admit of any super-natur- 
alism. So, therefore, the Virgin 
Birth is discarded as a biological 
impossibility; He worked no mir- 
acles because a miracle is con- 
trary to nature and natural laws; 
and the resurrection of our Lord’s 
body is flatly denied. The only res- 
urrection of Jesus they admit of 
is that His spirit and influence live 
on. Comparable to the song we 
used to sing: ‘John Brown’s body 
lies amoldering in the grave, but 
his soul goes marching on.” The 
Blood of Christ shocks their cul- 
tured sensibilities, so they do not 
preach salvation through His 
Blood, but flatly deny the fact of 
His substitutionary atonement. 


As one said, “A liberal brother 


from a neighboring town came to: 


see me, He had said some radical 
things from his pulpit to which 
objections had been made. ‘Don’t 
label the heresy,’ was my advice. 
‘Do as I do, Give them heresy in 
such fashion that the very saints 
will not suspect it. Bad ethics, you 
say. I say very bad, but this is the 
only way in which thousands of 
orthodox pulpits can be held. When 
it is whispered abroad that in my 
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ministry of three years I had not 
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nied. Especially do they attack His: 


Jesus cleansing us from all sin, I 
saw I was discovered.’ ” 

It is a well known fact that in 
the Presbyterian Church, U.S.A.., 
twelve hundred and ninety-three 
ministers signed a typical modern- 
istic statement called “The Auburn 
Affirmation,” which denies that it 
is necessary. to believe in ‘the full 
truthfulfiées and innerancy of. the 
Holy Scriptures, the Virgin Birth 
of Christ, His susbstitutionary 
atonement, His bodily resurrec- 
tion and that He worked miracles. 
Yet they continue on in ecclesiasti- 
cal. favor and power, while true 
ministers of the Gospel] have been 
persecuted and hounded by uncon- 
stitutional mandates and ecclesi- 
astical trials, yes, even suspended 
from the ministry because of their 
loyalty to God’s Word and their 
love for the Lord Jesus Christ. 


whose voices once rallied the 
Christian forces to action? Their 
voices have been silenced by the 
sinister threats of ecclesiastical de- 
capitation. Some of our ‘“‘Middle-of 
the Roaders” and ‘“peace-loving”’ 
brethren should arouse themselves.

Anyway, I feel sure 
that the attraction of the heavenly 
bodies will uphold the building, 
whatever should happen to. the 
foundations.” 


Of course we know that all the 
Modernists and radicals and ene- 
mies of.God combined can not real- 
ly destroy the foundations of our 
Faith. They are unshakable, eter- 
nal, But for thousands, yes mil- 
lions, of our people the same dread 
results obtain; i. e., faith in these 
solid foundations is. destroyed, and 
the Solid Rock is scorned while 
they build upon the sinking sand. 
The very foundations of our Chris- 
tian Faith are being attacked. And, 
as people lose faith in spiritual 
and eternal realities, down goes 
the superstructure of Church and 
Home and State. “If the founda- 
tions be destroyed what can the 
righteous do?” 


3. THE ATTACK UPON 
TRUE CHRISTIANS 


Modernism is shot through and 
through with Nietzscheanism, 
which regards all Constitutional 
limitations only a scrap of paper, 
and religiously adheres to the doc- 
trine (now that they are in power) 
that “might is right,’ and right 
or wrong “the majority rules.” 
The iron fist of Modernistic eccle- 
siasticism shoots out to annihilate

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erable years heard me on the ra- 
dio this afternoon. He was in the 
home of a woman who came back 
to Christ this past week, so tuned 
in the radio for him. He was. so 
convicted, yet didn’t want to come 
tonight. When he came, almost 
running, down the aisle, to kneel 
weeping, and give himself up again 
to God, he told me, “I was ready 
to come almost as soon as you 
started preaching.” He is an im- 
portant railroad man. He stood on 
the platform and said how happy 
he was to come back to Christ.

He 
owns a well known meat market 
here, inherited it-from a Godly fa- 
ther, but was being ruined through 
drink. He had been drinking that 
day, had gone to bed, expecting to 
get up at 4:00 a.m. and go to work 
at 5:00, but he could not sleep.

But He Did Not Have Eternal Life. 


But now will you follow me? 
Though this rich young ruler, fa- 
vored above his fellow men, had 
all this world could afford, yet deep 
down in his heart he felt a lack, 
a void, a great need down there 
in the heart chambers. Blessed 
with all material things, blessed 
with a position, blessed with these 
fine qualifications. of a high, moral 
character, yet his heart was empty, 
void, and he knew he needed some- 
thing further. He said, “What must 
I do to inherit eternal life?’’ No 
doubt as he read through the dif- 
ferent chapters in the Old Testa- 
ment, in the different books, es- 
pecially that 5th chapter of Gen- 
esis, that great obituary chapter 
which tells that this man lived so 
many years and he died, and even 
the oldest man recorded, who lived 
about 868 or 969 years, died, he 
was struck perhaps by this 
thought, that man’s life is but a 
tale that is told, and it comes forth 
as grass in the morning and at 
night withereth and is cut down. 
There must be something beyond 
the grave. No doubt the thought 
came to this young man that “Be- 
yond the grave lies the eternal 
things,” and he felt that void in 
his heart. “Where would he spend 
eternity ?’’ No doubt before he had 
come to Jesus, he had heard about 
Christ speaking of eternal life, 
something that lies beyond the 
grave, the life beyond the grave, 
and so he came to Jesus, realizing 
that he too, even though he was, 
possessed with physical health, 
wealth and position, would some 
day go the way of all flesh. He be- 
gins to ponder, “What must I, a 
rich young ruler, do to inherit 
eternal life?” Have you got eternal 
life? Well, he came to the- right 
source, to the right person. He 
came running to Jesus, and right 
out of his heart, without any 
thought or pretense, said, ‘‘Good

eternal life ?’’ 


And now one thing that I love 
about the gospels, the earthly life 
of Christ here upon this old earth, 
is to see how the Master>of all 
masters deals with different peo- 
ple, and especially how he deals 
with this rich young ruler. Why, as 
I read through the gospel I see how 
the Son of God, now our High 
Priest, dealt wi th all classes of 
men; ‘the Sick, the Jeper, ‘the de- 
mon-possessed; he sacher in Is- 
rael, Nicodemus, the sinful woman 
at the well, the poor, the widows, 
and yes, the little children, for He 
said, ‘Suffer little children to 
come unto me.” Oh, what a High 
Priest we have who can be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities, 
who in ages past said regarding 
Israel, “I know thy sorrows,” and 
in all their afflictions He said, “I 
was . afflicted.” 


Wants to Be Saved by "Doing" 


Now notice how He begins to 
deal with the rich young ruler on 
the most paramount question of all 
times, ‘‘What must I do to inherit 
eternal life?” Now, as many times 
as I have read this story of the 
rich young ruler, read it and re- 
read it it was not until a short 
time ago that the Holy Spirit un- 
folded to me a wonderful new and 
heart-feeding truth and I will en- 
deavor to give it to you in a nut- 
shell. I never saw this before, and 
that is one of the marvels of God’s 
Word, ever unfolding new truth 
in Christ Jesus. Now will you catch 
this? This rich young ruler came 
to Jesus and asked the question, 
“What shall I do?” Underline that 
little word do — ‘‘What must I do 
to inherit eternal life?’”’ Now, when 
men want to do something to in- 
herit eternal life they are imme- 
diately put back under the law, and 
the only thing for them to do to in- 
herit eternal life is to keep the law, 
for, listen carefully, if a man can 
keep God’s law without breaking 
one single point, he can be saved. 
For then he is without sin and he 
does not need to ask God for for- 
giveness, for pardon, for salvation, 
Now catch that point. But a sin- 
ner is one who has transgressed 
the law of God. This rich young 
ruler, like many a person listening 
to this gospel message, thought he 
had never transgressed the law. 
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mandments, Do not commit adul- 
tery, Do not kill, Do not steal, Do 
not bear false witness, Honour thy 
father and thy mother.” And yet 
this young man came back and 
said, “All these things have I kept 
from my youth up.”

Now will you notice it? The 
Lord knoweth the heart of man 
and He looks upon the heart, and 
when He saw this rich young ruler 


had some other god before him,,. 


notice what He says, in another 
verse, “Thou shalt have no other 
god before me.’’ Then the Lord be- 
gan to put His finger on the very 
sin, the sin of covetousness and 
told him in verses 22 and 23—no- 
tice it; “Now when Jesus heard 
these things, he said unto him, Yet 
lackest thou one thing: sell all 
that thou hast, and distribute unto 
the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven: and come, fol- 
low me. And when he heard this, 
he was very sorrowful: for he was 
very rich.” The sin of covetous- 
ness! He no doubt thought rig 
down in his heart that he had kep 
the law to the very perfection. 
But one of the commandments of 
the-law was this, “Thou shalt have 
no other god before me.” This 
young man did not realize that he 
had another god -before him, the 
god of covetousness, the love of 
money. 


Now the law is a schoolmaster 
to bring us to Christ, to the know- 
ledge of sin. We read in Romans 
3:20; “Therefore by the deeds of 
the law there shall no flesh be jus- 
tified in his sight: for by the law 
is the knowledge of sin.” And the 
Old Testament with its law, as a 
schoolmaster brings us to Christ. 
Why? For if we break one point 
of the law we are guilty of the 
entire law, and there is no person 
from Adam down to the present 
moment nor to the end of time 
who has kept or ever will keep the 
law in all of its perfection except 
Christ. And if you have broken one 
law, you are guilty of the entire 
law. And oh, don’t go back under 
the law. We are under grace. So 
the law is a schoolmaster to bring 
us to Christ. It brings us fo Christ 
and we realize we can’t keep the 
law. But we have a power outside 
of ourselves that comes in and 
dwells in our heart by faith the 
moment we accept Christ as our 
personal Saviour—Christ in us, the 
hope of glory, helps us and per- 
forms the miracle in us to keep 
the law. For if we love Him we 
keep His commandments. 


The One Thing He Lacked 


God has a standard of righteous- 
ness. “All have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God,” is 
God’s standard of righteousness. 
No one could ever reach God’s 
standard, for man himself is dead 
in trespasses and sin; disobedient, 
deserving the wrath of God. He 
falls short. But if he should by his 
own efforts, come within one- 
eighth of an inch of that standard 
he would still be short and not be 
clothed with God’s righteousness 
in Jesus Christ. And so we stand 
before the bar of justice, every- 
one of us condemned, for all have 
sinned. 

And I trust as I bring this mes- 
sage that you will not be like the 
rich young ruler, to go away sor- 
rowful and to turn your back upon 
the source of eternal life, Jesus 
Christ. “Yet lackest thou one 
thing: sell all that thou hast, and 
distribute unto the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven: and 
come, follow me. And when he 
heard this, he was very sorrowful: 
for he was very rich.” You see it? 
The Master of masters, the Great 
Physician, put His finger upon the 
very sore spot in the heart of that 
rich young ruler that was kee 
him from a place of inheriting 
eternal life. 

Now I receive hundreds of let- 
ters along this line, ‘‘Brother Ful- 
ler, will you pray for my dear hus- 
band? He is so kind, so benevol-

but he not saved.” He lacks one 
thing. And friends of mine, you 
may be ever so wonderful, but if 
you lack salvation in Christ Jesus 
you lack everything for time and 
eternity and you will spend a

Here is a beggar walking down 
the street. Yuu say he lacks one 
thing and that is riches. If he had 
riches. he wouldn’t be a beggar 
Here is a man who is a drunkard 
and you see him reeling down the 
street. isha say mptitks is one “oe 
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he lacks and that is sobriety. If 
he were only sober he would not 
be a drunkard. Here is a man with 
leprosy, a dread disease eating 
away the very flesh and bone, and 
he lacks one thing to get rid of 
his leprosy. And here’s a man-— 
I am carrying the application a 
little bit further. A man is dead, 
Why, you say, he lacks only one 
thing and that is life. The reason 
he is dead is because he doesn’t 
have life. Now listen to me. Every 
man and woman that comes into 
this world is by nature a child of 
wrath, devoid of eternal] life. There 
is only one place and source of 
eternal life and that is in Christ 
Jesus: not in a church, not in an 
organization, not in some creed or 
system of philosophy but in Christ 
and Christ alone. And every per- 
son that is outside of Christ is 
dead in trespasses and sin, dis- 
obedient, deserving of the wrath of 
God. I John 5:12 says this, “He 
that hath the Son hath life; and he 
that hath not the Son of God hath 
not life,” eternal life. One thing 
you lack, wonderful husband, won- 
derful father, so kind, so benevol- 
ent, you lack eternal life. How 
dare you live another day, how 
dare you go on to your business 
knowing not what a day brings 
forth? For it is appointed unto 
man once to die and after that 
the judgment. You may be moral 
upright, pay your debts, a wonder- 
ful citizen, a member of the dif- 
ferent lodges. Oh you are high in 
society; you may be a president of 
some bank ‘listening in on my 
broadcast, this very moment if 
you do not have eternal life you 
are outside of Jesus Christ, with- 
out hope, without God, and with- 
out salvation. 


Will You Take the One Thing 
You Lack? 


So I ask you in coming to the 
close of this broadcast, instead of 
turning away sorrowful as the rich 
young ruler did, will you not hum- 
ble yourself as a little child and 
come to the foot of the cross and 
come to the only open door? All 
things are ready. Enter thou into 
the household of faith through the 
one door, the one gate, the one 
way, which is Christ Jesus.
